SFMTA to Test 
Battery-Electric Buses 
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Will battery-powered buses soon be a fixture in San Francisco?

In an effort to wean itself off fossil fuels, the transit 
agency is exploring whether anew-fangled fleet of 
shuttles can handle the city’s infamous hills.

new timbre of whirring and 

moaning on the streets of San 
Francisco. Around town, you may 
start to see — and barely hear — a 
new breed of Muni bus. 

The bus is part of a pilot program 
in which the San Francisco Munic- 
ipal Transportation Agency (SFM- 
TA) will test the capabilities of bat- 
tery-electric bus technology as the 
agency looks to reduce its carbon 
footprint. The bus will ply some of 
the city’s most challenging routes, 
and climb the city’s steepest hills. 

“SFMTA is proud to be a leader in 
addressing the climate crisis,” said 
Julie Kirschbaum, SFMTA director 
of transit, in a statement. “We're 
committed to embracing the greenest 
fleet possible and getting people out 
of private vehicles and into more sus- 
tainable modes of transportation.” 

SFMTA already has a very green 
bus fleet. Of its more than 900 
buses, about two-thirds are hy- 
brids, using diesel fuel as well as 
electricity. The remaining third 
are electric trolley buses that get 
power from overhead wires, like 
Muni Metro’s light rail trains. 
Muni accounts for 26 percent of all 
trips in San Francisco, but contrib- 
utes just 0.3 percent of the city’s 
greenhouse gas emissions from

transportation. 

However, battery-electric bus- 
es could help the agency fully 
electrify its fleet, eliminating the 
need for fossil fuels. The agency 
has committed to only purchasing 
electric buses starting in 2025, and 
having an all-electric fleet by 2035. 

The battery-electric bus currently 
being piloted is built by Build Your 
Dreams, a Chinese company also 
known as BYD, the world’s largest 
producer of battery-electric buses. 
The 40-foot vehicle can seat 29 peo- 
ple and has a range of 225 miles on 
a single charge. While this technol- 
ogy is widely seen as a promising 
way to “decarbonize’” the public 
transportation sector, some ear- 
ly adopter transit agencies have 
experienced reliability issues. A 
recent article in Vice reported 
that Foothill Transit in Southern 
California has been forced to re- 
tire some of its battery-electric 
buses earlier than planned due to 
repeated maintenance issues. The 
buses, from a different company, 
Proterra, were taken off that sys- 
tem’s hilliest route due to poor 
performance.

questions. On Sept. 4, the 

Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention imposed a nation- 
wide temporary federal moratori- 
um on residential evictions for the 
nonpayment of rent. Legislatures 
in California had done this ona 
state level a few days prior, pro- 
tecting California residents from 
eviction during 
the COVID-19 
pandemic. The 
CDC federal evic- 
tion moratorium 
was set to expire 
July 31. Congress 
failed to extend it, leaving millions 
of Americans vulnerable to evic- 
tions starting as early as Aug. 1. 

Ultimately, House Democrats 
did not have the votes they needed 
to extend the moratorium, and 
Congress adjourned for a sev- 
en-week recess (they are expected 
to be back Sept. 20). The Biden 
administration is unable to extend 
the moratorium through executive 
action, citing a recent court ruling 
for its lack of power. 

The Supreme Court held, ina 
case by landlords against the fed- 
eral government, that the CDC’s 
eviction moratorium was beyond 
their scope of authority as a feder- 
al agency. Unfortunately, the end 
of the eviction moratorium will 
leave roughly 3.6 million people in 
the United State on the brink of 
eviction in the next two months, 
according to the U.S. Census Bu- 
reau's Household Pulse Survey. 

On June 28, Gov. Gavin Newsom 
signed AB 832 to extend the state’s 
eviction moratorium through Sept. 
30. This is the third, and likely fi- 
nal, time he has extended the evic- 
tion moratorium in California.

In addition to extending the 
moratorium, the legislation 
cleared rent debt for low-income 
Californians who have suffered 
hardships during the pandemic. 
AB 832 will also cover 100% of 
past-due and prospective rent 
payments, as well as utility bills, 
for income-qualified tenants from 
April 2020 through September. 

Here’s how to 
protect yourself as 
the eviction mor- 
atorium comes to 
an end. 

If your landlord 
gives you a notice 
to “pay or quit,’ you cannot be 
evicted if you return a Declaration 
of COVID-19 Related Financial 
Distress. You must return the dec- 
laration to your landlord within 
15 business days of receiving the 
notice to “pay or quit.” If you do 
not provide the signed declara- 
tion within 15 business days, an 
eviction proceeding may be filed 
against you. 

If you are unable to provide 
the declaration to your landlord 
within 15 business days, you may 
still submit the declaration to the 
court, provided you have “good 
reasons for not providing it with- 
in the 15 days. This includes, but 
is not limited to, mistakes, inad- 
vertence, surprise, or excusable 
neglect under the California Code 
of Civil Procedure. 

Under AB 832, to be eligible for 
cleared rent debt, tenants must 
earn 80% or less of the area median 
income, which varies for each coun- 
ty within the state. To put that into 
perspective, San Francisco’s medi- 
an income in 2019 was $96,265. 
You would need to earn $77,012 
or less to qualify for the additional

assistance through AB 832. 

If you make more than the me- 
dian income and are ineligible for 
rent debt clearance, you are still 
protected from eviction if you pay 
at least 25 percent of what you 
owe your landlord by Sept. 30. 

If your household income is 
more than 130 percent of the 
median household income in your 
county or more than $100,000, 
your landlord may demand proof 
of your COVID-related hardships 
be provided to support your dec- 
laration. This could be satisfied by 
tax returns, pay stubs, statements 
from your employer, etc. 

Until Oct. 1, landlords can only 
evict tenants if they provide legally 
valid reasons. For example, you 
may be evicted during the morato- 
rium if you break your lease agree- 
ment, do something illegal on the 
property, or the landlord must do 
necessary renovations. The mor- 
atorium is only for past-due rent 
payments. 

The extension of the eviction 
moratorium in California should 
give tenants some breathing room 
as the pandemic goes on. The surge 
in the COVID-19 Delta variant 
could potentially be as bad as 
when the pandemic started. While 
these are the guidelines in place 
right now, changes are happening 
every week, day, and hour, as we 
have seen throughout the pandem- 
ic. Stay safe and keep informed as 
we continue to navigate this pan- 
demic together.

Since 1969, Gold Mirror Italian 
Restaurant has brought old- 
school glamour and intrigue to 
the sleepy Sunset District, saving 
generations of West Siders the 
trek to North Beach. So named 
for its eponymous bar mirrors 
which were moved from its orig- 
inal Fillmore Street location, 

the Gold Mirror is something of 
a time capsule. Patrons would 

be forgiven for forgetting San 
Francisco's indoor smoking ban, 
which has been in place since the 
late 1990s. The original mirrors 
have since been replaced, but the 
restaurant’s vintage neon sign 

is still visible, cutting through 
the marine layer of a San Fran- 
cisco night. The food is the real 
deal, too. About a decade ago, 
Sicilian-born founder Giuseppe 
di Grande passed the restaurant 
on to his sons Dom and Roberto, 
who are still cooking up classics 
like meatballs over polenta and 
house-made veal cannelloni. If 
they and their staff are more at- 
tentive to their regulars than to 
you, newcomer, well, that’s how 
it’s supposed to be. (BS)

Green Apple lost its Clement 
Street annex during the pandemic, 
but its original store just down 
the block remains as it ever was. 
Since 1967, Green Apple Books 
has been giving City Lights some 
pretty serious competition when 
it comes to heady collections, 
progressive politics, and creaky 
floors. Despite so much disrup- 
tion in the book-selling business, 
Green Apple continued to expand 
over the years, adding its annex in 
1996, and then merging with the 
Inner Sunset’s beloved, struggling 
Le Video in 2014. Le Video is no 
more, and so is the Clement Street 
annex, which largely housed re- 
cords and DVDs — but that means 
Green Apple will continue to focus 
on what it does best. The store 
announced its shrinkage thusly: 
“Shrinking Green Apple is not a

neighborhoods. If there’s one 
thing the last year and half has 
taught us, it’s not to take these 
outdoor spaces for granted. 

Since Valentine’s Day 2011, 620 
has been making the most of its 
unique set up. These days, special 
events include Drag Brunch every 
Sunday with Princess Poppy, and 
Burlesque Thirsty Thursday every 
third Thursday (say it with me 

10 times fast) featuring Set. Die 
Wies. Of course, pups are always 
welcome.

Grooves, you know you're in fora 
trip. The Upper Market record store 
hypnotizes passersby with its giant 
spiraling sign, artistically represent- 
ing the grooves in a record. That 
figures: Husband-and-wife found- 
ers Ray and Joan Anderson used 

to design psychedelic light shows 

at the Fillmore for artists like Jimi 
Hendrix and Santana. By the early 
90s, Ray’s record collection had 
simply gotten too big to handle, so 
he decided to open this store. After 
Ray’s passing in 2017, his daughter 
Sunny Andersen Chanel took over, 
stewarding the eclectic collection 
well into its second decade. Ina 
2018 interview, Anderson Chanel 
told Donuts Magazine there are 
many more surprises in store for 
customers. “There are hundreds and 
hundreds of boxes of records that 
we still haven't gone through! Once 
we do, our customers will be very 
happy! There's some amazing stuff 
that hasn’t hit the shop yet.” (BS)

Toy Boat Dessert Cafe in the In- 
ner Richmond was at high risk 
of being a pandemic casualty. At 


the beginning of lockdown, own- 
er Jesse Fink decided to sell the 
business after 38 years in opera- 
tion, striking fear in the hearts of 
longtime customers who enjoyed 
eating ice cream and sandwiches 
among vintage toys. Fortunately, 
a new owner, Amanda Michael, 
quickly stepped in and reopened 
the storied establishment as Toy 
Boat by Jane, taking the same 
moniker as Michael’s three oth- 
er “bakeries by Jane” scattered 
throughout the city. The new iter- 
ation of Toy Boat is similar to the 
old. It’s still serving Mitchell’s Ice 
Cream and offering 50 cent rides 
on a mechanical toy horse. In 
addition to those old standards, 
Toy Boat now offers Jane’s inno- 
vative cookies, including “Salted 
White Chocolate Oatmeal,” and “A 
Cookie for Breakfast??” Alas, Toy 
Boat recently was in the news for 
the wrong reasons: In July, the 
Chronicle reported the bakery ex- 
perienced its second toy burglary 
in less than a year. (BS)

Now it’s outlived the city’s most 
recent defining era, and it’s 
emerged more popular than ever. 
Balboa quickly adapted over the 
pandemic, becoming one of the 
first restaurants to offer to-go 
cocktails and building a parklet 
outfront. Longtime patrons were 
delighted to return for a classic 
burger and fries, which have 
historically claimed top spots on 
SF Weekly’s Best of San Fran- 
cisco lists. And restless younger 
crowds soon found a safe gath- 
ering spot to mingle and sip 
espresso martinis. Balboa’s own- 
ership throughout the decades 
falls under a kaleidoscope of 
characters — from the infamous 
Jack Slick in the 1970’s Bermu- 
da Triangle days to celebrity 
chef Jeremiah Tower in the 80s 
and it’s current ownership, the 
PlumpJack Group, founded by 
Gov. Gavin Newsom and family 
friend Gordon Getty. But despite 
its ownership changes, an abun- 
dance of younger customers and 
the new parklets, many of the 
cafe’s oldest patrons will tell you 
the cafe has hardly changed at 
all throughout the decades. “It’s 
like going home,” says patron 
Terry Whitney, who’s been sit- 
ting at Balboa’s oak paneled bar 
since 1954. “No matter what, no 
matter where I am, I'll always go

The past year-plus has has been a wild ride for 
the oldest queer bar on the West Coast. The 

Stud closed its SoMa location for good at the 
beginning of the pandemic, which was only an 
acceleration of its already-planned closure by 

the end of 2021. Then, last June — in the mid- 
dle of Pride Month — the building’s landlords 
abruptly whitewashed The Stud’s murals. The 

six artists behind the mural, painted for Pride 
2017, sued the landlords in November. Through 
it all, The Stud’s 17-member ownership collective 
has vowed that the legendary bar and venue 

will someday reopen in another location. In the 
meantime, they’ve been hosting events in cyber- 
space, releasing podcasts and video performances 
on their Patreon. As former SF Weekly editor 
Peter-Astrid Kane wrote in May 2020, the news 
of The Stud’s closures “is technically bittersweet. 
But for anyone who has sat in the booths, sung 
karaoke on the stage, posed for a selfie beside 
the pandrogynous murals out front, or bumped 
into a drag performer in that strange men’s room 
that problematized the concept of a ‘men’s’ room 
like no other bar in the world, this is devastating 
news. Fragile and beautiful and precious, The 
Stud is San Francisco.”

Amidst such a plethora of high-profile 
restaurant and bar closings, and much 
hand wringing about Walgreens shutter- 
ing multiple outlets, countless local retail 
stores and other small businesses called 
it quits with much less fanfare. Each of 
these establishments had a loyal, local 
customer base that will be sad to see them 
go. Retail closures have been seen across 
the city — last August the SF Chamber of 
Commerce estimated that nearly half of 
the city’s storefronts remained shuttered 
— but few neighborhoods have been as 
hard-hit as uber-trendy Hayes Valley. By 
the end of last summer, 21 Hayes Valley 
businesses already had closed for good, SF 
Weekly reported. That number has only 
grown over the past year. According to 
Hoodline, which meticulously catalogues 
business openings and closures, here 

are some Hayes Valley businesses that 
closed for good during the pandemic: 
Gimme Shoes, a neighborhood staple for 
36 years; several Hayes Valley boutiques, 
including Gazette, Welcome Stranger, 
Ver Unica, Aiken, and Sean; beauty salon 
Ritual Skincare; the bar Riddler, and the 
restaurant Stacks.

You 
told him you were open to the 
idea — you told him you were 
one of those rare “up for any- 
thing” virgins — and he didn’t 
rush you into anything.
